With hearts in mouth.", 
"with firm reliance upon the pro- 
tection cf Divine Providence." they 
defied the greatest economic and 
military power of their day, and 
solemnly proclaimed their indepen- 
dence from Great Britain.

generation 
'r.ave grown lo adulthood as citi- 
zens ol the greatcsl financial and 
industrial power of all times. For 
the long haul, we .suspect m 
\ve arc also the greatest military 
power in world history. Right now 
we are the hope of western civi- 
lization for survival. Only our ma- 
terials, our productivity, our wealth 
can save Europe from'being pulled 
by communism back into Ihe dark 
ages. 


We have a right to be proud. 


This country has come a long way 
(*.nr-t> 177.11—so .far that .some-limes 
it is hard for us to realize Ihe 
guts it really took for our fore- 
fathers to defy Great Britain and 
make good that defiance. 


But in those days isolationism 


and selfishness are 
fighting

rearguard battle against the pro- 
gress of enlightenment.

The Doctor

Outbreaks of illness duo to food 


poisoning continue to occur from 
timo to time. They are more com- 
mon, of course, in countries with 
poor 
sanitary conditions,- but they 


happen here as well. 


Most outbreaks of so-called food 


poisoning are not ..caused by the 
foods thcmsclevs, but,by germs or 
poisons which have gotten into the 
food. 'A.'good example is an out- 
break recently reported from New 
Haven, Conn., in which (ii persons 
developed nausea, vomiting, and 
diarrhea. 


Find the Source 
Any time an outbreak of this sort 


develops, an effort should be made 
to trace the source of the difficulty. 
In this particular case the people 
attacked had eaten in a single din- 
ing room. Although the germ res- 
ponsible for th,e outbreak could not 
be discovered, investigation lead to 
the conclusion that the disease was 
spread by contaminated eating u- 
tensils. 


Germs known as staphylococci 


are one of the most common causes 
of food poisoning. These germs are 
usually present on the normal skin 
and on many objects. When they 
get into food on which thr.'y can 
grow and multiply and are then 
swallowed, acute food poisoning is 
likely to result. 


The symptoms of staphylococcal 


food poisoning usually 
begin to 


appear within three or four hours 
of the time of eating. Early signs 
include nausea, vomiting, cramps 


j in the abdomen, 
and 
diarrhea. 


! Most people who have this kind of 
food poisoning arc extremely dis- 
tressed and prostrated for a while, 
but they almost always get well. 


Although there are many kinds 


of food poisoning, almost all of 
them could be eliminated if proper 
care is used in Die handling of 
food, dishes are properly washed, 
and food is thoroughly cooked. Al-

Bible Comment for July 4 
By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 
There are certain books, known 


as the Apocrypha, that were in- 
cluded in the "Authorized Version" J] 
of the Bible, the version that 
is 
most commonly used today, trans- 
lated and issued in 1011 under the 
authority of King James I of Eng- 
land. 


They have been omitted 
from 


the Old Testament as most of us 
know it. But they can still be found 
in many pulpit Bibles and in many 
of the large "family Bibles" that 
used to stand upon parlor tables. 


The 39 books of our Old Testa- 


ment were regarded as "canonical" 
ay Jewish authorities, and 
they 
'i 


nave been so accepted throughout 
Protestant churches. But the Ro- 
man Catholic Church at the Council 
of Trent in 1546 set the seal of its 
approval to 11 of the Apocryphal 
books, including them in the rec- 
ognized canon. 


To 
describe 
the 
Apocryphal 


books, or to discuss the issues con- 
cerning them, would be impossible 
here. But their chief and deep in- 
terest is in what they tell of the ' 
history and religious life of Israel 
during a great part of the 400 
'< 


years between the periods of the 
Old Testament and the New. 


It was a time of tragic happen- 


ings, bitter and ruthless truggles 
for mastery among those aspiring 
to rule, murders and assassinations, 
terrible persecutions and intense 
sufferings. But there are inspiring 
records of faith and courage on 
the part of those who dared to 
stand for their convictions 
and 


resist the powers that sought to 
corrupt and paganize the purity of "• 
the religion of Israel. That purity 
" 


was manifest in the nobility and 
beauty that religion had attained 
during and following the exile in 
Babylon, as'revealed in such scrip- 
tures as the latter portion of Is- 
aiah, and in many of the Psalms. 


The Books of the 
Maccabees, 


particularly, tell of that brave re- 
sistance to the Hitler-like tyrants 
and dictators of that ancient day 
who sought with ruthlessness 
to 


pollute popular religion with pa- 
gan ideas and practices. That the 
^ 


true faith of. Israel was preserved 
is evident in the remnant of noble 
and 'faithful souls in the time of 
Christ, like Simeon "waiting for the 
consolation of Israel." 


But the faith was preserved at 


terrific cost. In the persecutions, 00 
Pharisees, then the sect of the most 


I earnest and sincere, were crucified 
in one day. When worshipers in 
the temple protested against the 
profanation of its worship, soldiers 
were loosed upon them with sabres, 
and 6000 were put to the sword. I 


Yet' the faith 
survived, 
and 


Israel has survived. The land of 
tragedy and glory is a land of trag- 
edy again. What will the future 
bring forth? We may well say, 
"Pray for the peace of Jerusalem;
